Reports from the south tonight are th.it the waters are still rising 
in Indiana and Kentucky cities. 


Dayton. O.. Maix-h 31—Seventy-two bodies have been recov- 


ered in this city and tonight it" is estimated that the li-t of 
dead 


•will not exceed 100. This city is in need of much more-aid-as there 
arc many thousands of homeless who will require food for at least 
two more weeks and the supply is very low. 


Zanesville. O.. March 31—It is reported ionig-ht that eight 


persons are known to -have lost tlu-ir lives but this does not include 
Putnam and sections-of the eighth ward, from -which no word h-as 
been received. About 3.000 homeless ones sire still being cared for 
by the relief committee. As far as has been learned. 452 homes 
were destroyed.

Mayor Cassingham Sends Appeal 


to Governor Cox Monday for 
Financial Help for Local Flood 
Sufferers 


An appeal for a poition of Hie appropriation of .^O.OOO, made 


by the state legislature for flood sufferers was sent to Governor 
Cox by Mayor C:i-Mughain Monday. The governor inquired Satur- 
day whether any aid was needed here and Mayor Cassingham an- 
swered that it was thought this city would be able to cope with the 
situation. The appropriation of $10,000 by the city council, with 
voluntary contributions from citizens and firms, it is thought, will 
be sufficient to care for the refugees but will not go far towards 
•helping- the many who lost practically all in the flood, to again 
start housekeeping. Although Coshoeton was much more fortunate 
than other cities both as to lives lost and property damage, 
she 


can use all the state nid that may fall to her share.

aid is A matter of individual opinion. -Some think the mayor was 
right in refusing it. others think that some of the 
state

should have found its way here, since it comes out of a common 
fund and was appropriated by the legislature for the use of flood 
victims everywhere.
